Drought and Grasshoppers 
Damage Argentine Wheat 
Damage to the Argentine wheat 
crop due to lack of rain was reported 
in recent cables from the Internation- 
al Institute of Agriculture at Rome. 
The crop conditions was regarded: as 
mediocre, with: immediate rainfall 
needed ‘The situation apparently has 
deteriorated since early August, when 
‘Assistant Agriculture Commissioner 
Luedtke reported the need of rain m 
the wheat and linseed areas, but stated 
that conditions were not considered 
serious. Grasshoppers continue — to 
menace the grain crops. The pay- 
ment of a bounty for grasshoppers 
as .control measure has: made some 
progress, about 6,000,000 pounds hav- 
ing been destroyed up to the end of 
July. It is important to kill as many 
as possible before the warm weather 
sets in. for they will move northward 
then and return later when crops are 
in a condition susceptible to severe 
damage. Drought also is reported as 
causing: serious damage to flax, oats, 


barley, and rye. Livestock in some 
areas have suffered from pasture 
shortage. : ahi

Review, in the ‘September issue, has

tion in order to restore a decent price 
level. The arguments used) are il- 
luminating and often amusing. They 
generally show complete ignorance of 
face of it, in the light of world pro- 


duction: xecords over many years, but | 


its implication is highly interesting. 
The general idea is apparently, that 
the largest possible wheat surplus 
furnishes the greatest possible insur- 
ance against starvation and that this 
is, therefore, the ideal state. 

It is, however, a fair question as to 
whether there actually is any real de- 
sire for these food surpluses in our 
towns. Does anyone ever display. the 
least anxiety about them? Events 
do not warrant such an assumption. 
When, through fortuitous  circum- 
stances and redoubled energy, 
glad tidings go forth, that the grower 
has contrived to produce well in excess 
of consumption, is this happy state 
of affairs made the subject of public 
rejoicing and of fitting reward to the 
good and faithful servant? I have 
never noticed any such demonstration 
of public approval. The only effect 


the farmer’s effort to make good on| 


his alleged contract to insure’ the 


world against starvation, is admitted- | 


ly that the consumer gleefully and 


promptly hammers his prices down to | 


starvation levels and thus takes it 
out of the hides of the said farmer 
and his luckless family. The consum- 
er, in other words, wants an insurance 
policy against starvation. 
parently he does not want to pay the 
premium, On the contrary, he also 
wants to hog a bonus of cheap food in 
the bargain! He is, alas, | an unmiti- 
gated welsher. 

A bright contemporary builds up 
the immorality argument. from an- 
other angle and: says: 

“The production restriction policy 
is immoral for fhe reason that it ig- 
nores the consuming class entirely, 
without which class the producing 
class would be out of: business alto- 
gether.” 

It might be successfully argued, that 
the farmer needs the urban population 
several degrees less, than the latter 
needs the farmer, I shall only repeat 


what I have said before, namely, that} 


what the world really needs very bad- 
ly is a course of short food rations 
for a year or two, after which it might 
be ‘brought to a proper sense of re- 
alization of the blessing involved in 
a full belly,
